(Par Northern Paciflo, fiailwav) , 
St. Tho.\ia.s, March 8. — Detective 

Ileenan, assisted by OlHcer Torakins 
and Collet', have been busy for the pa.'it 
week, n'. Warwick, in connection with 
the M C. R. car robberie.s, full parti- 
culars of which wero published some 
time ago. They have succeeded in un- 
eiirtliing an immense quantity of stolen 
projierty. Upwards, throe score of 
robberies have been traced to the gang. 
In most instances wrenches, [joultry 
and buft'alc robes being stolen from 
fanners in the neighborliood, and 
gloves and other articles purloined from 
the stores of merchants in liidgetown 
and i^sewh^re. Fork, which was stolen 
from the M. C. R., cars last Novem- 
ber, has been traced to the parties who 
purchased it from inenihons of tho saiuo 
gang. Detective Heenim received it 
dispatch yesterday afternoon convey- 
ing the intelligence that two llawpoods 
had, surrendered themselves to Mr. 
\7eldon, at Weldon's Station, and that 
they wers lodged in Ridgetown lock up 
in the evening. Detective Heenan left 
for RidgiHowii this morning. 

Mo.NTliKAl., ^rarch 11.-- Joseph 
Thompson, an Englislmian, eini)loyod 
by 8.. Carsely, drygooiis, was arrested 
yesterday morning, charged witii lar- 
ceny anil embezzlenien, anil was sent 
to jjrison for twelve months. A largo 
quantity of valuable stolen goods was 
found in his aparlnients. 

Judge Ilainsay, in tho court of 
Queen's bench became indignant yes- 
terday morning when the jury return- 
ed a verdict of ''not guilty," after he 
had told them it should not take them 
a minute tojjliiul tho prisoner guilty.

The bishoj) at Esqu- 
maux Point has written the Govern- 
ment asking that provisions be sent 
hitn as soon as navigation opens us 
there is going to be starvation there 
this spring. At Pentecost inar.y famil- 
ies are begging for food, ami tiiere is 
none to give thern. At Point lillmonlo 
no more flour is to be hail and the poo- 
ple are in a starving condition.

SA.^I FitANX'isco, Marcli 13. — Under 
its comniercini eolnmiis today tho 
Evening Bulleiiu says: An iMiglisli or 
der is reported to have been recently 
tilled for 60,000 .cases of Columbia 
river canned salmon, pack of 1886, 
comprising three favorite brands, at 
.?1.10, i^lA-2k and .•Jl.lf), free on board 
in the river. t)ther sale.s ])reviously 
niude bring the total to l,"ir),000 cases 
of Oregon canned salmon, pack of 
) 886, at au average all round ,of, at 
least $1.10. As the season iA the . Col- 
umbia does not n[)eti until April I, and 
as comparatively little packi'ng is done 
before the 1st of May, these jmrchasus 
indicato a pietl)- strong markot. C)f 
course there are reasons for the movn- 
ment. The pack last year was several 
thousand Cases short of 18S4. In ad- 
dition, four or five of the salmon linlen 
ships for Eiirope • in the past twelve 
tnotiths have been wrecked, with a to- 
tal loss of cargot:s. 

At last mail dates stocks in the 
Knglish market were moderate and 
woll cimcnntriited, and s[iot prices were 
strong' at ?2@28a per case, 

In addition there has been a. con- 
.■iiderable movement in Sacramento 
river canned salmon, pack of 188C at 
equally good prices, namely $1.12^, to 
.■Jl.l.") per doz'-n, free on board the car. 
Usually Sacraineixto river fish bring 
less money than Columbia river tish,- 
but as the run is earlier here. than 
in Oregon, caniiers have been ttl)le to 
do better this year, owing .to light 
stocks abroad, for early supply. It is 
claimed that there have btten orders for 
earlv shipnieiif to Australia, at a limit 
of ■'?l.-0. Low frieglits in all directions 
is ai.so an important element in the 
market now. We submit thaf this 
shows a strong condition of the mar- 
ket. 

"With sales of 180,000 to 190,000 
cases at this date, linht stock in I'nig- 
li>h, Australian and Eastern markets, 
and with no carry over stock on this 
coast, the outlook for the season for 
canners ia an encouraging one. Should 
the present apparently bright prospects 
continue, shippers and caiuiers will do 
tlioir iitinose to ])Ut up a large |)ack. 

We gunderstrtiid that the Jliinese 
engaged in this work on the Columbia 
river are not to be disturbed this year, 
as it is diHicult to fill their places. The 
seafion on the Cclunibia river lasts 
only four mor.'^h.i, and other laborers 
cannot be imported with profit for 
such a short period,

EASTERN STATES. 
Cleveland, (O.), March 15.— The 

boycott of J. V. Selberling by trades 
and labor assemblies at Akron, Ohio, 
assumed a new phase to day when all 
boarding-house k-eepers were inforiiieii 
that they would bo boycotted if they 
gavu shelter to workmen imported to 
take the places of the striking molders 
at.the Empire Mower and Reaper 
Works; A boycott has also been placed 
on the tenants of every dwelling and 
budness house owned by Selberling in 
Akron, if not vueiUeii at the expiration 
of the present Ipases. Tho trades as- 
semblies of Chicago have also been no- 
tiGed to take similar action regarding 
buildings owned by Selberling in that 
city, Ferdinand Schumacher, owner of 
the Windsor hotel, wlio has opposed 
Selberling in the courts, came to tho 
latter's rescue with an oiler to furnish 
accomodations for all the imported 
workmen, even if he had to supply 
them with cots in the halls of the hotel. 
The feeling on both sides is growing 
v ei'V bitter

ENGLAND. 
[^oN'DoN, March N. — Discussion of 
the supply bill on Thursday revealed 
the attitude of the now parliament to- 
ward tho crown in an unpleasant 
foshion. The result of the vote for roy- 
al parkij was not a surprise. It is an 
old grievance that the whole country 
should be taxed for the benefit chiefly 
of London society. The charges for roy 
al [jalaces were op[ioHeil for other rea- 
sons. Statements that 100 horses main- 
tained at Buckingham palace required 
the -attention of 230 men; that the 
country paid tho duke of Edinburgh's 
gas and water bill, and that the pro- 
duce of the Hampton court stud, main- 
tained by the country, found no place 
in the balance sheet, emjjhasized the 
irritation of the radical and working- 
men members and others against the 
shabby treatment popularly supposed 
to have been dealt out to Oladstone by 
the queen, and accounts for the major- 
ity against the Oovornraent.

To THK Editor:— "The Lady" who ad- 
vocates female auHViige in your columns ia 
engaged in a noble work in striving to 
elevate her down-trodd^i sisters in the 
scale of progressive humanity. As a rad- 
ical teformor, with advanced ideas, I am 
anxious to unite with our mombor, Mr. 
Drake, and "tho Lady" in their strugyle 
to obtain for women political privileges. 
The equality of tho rights of the human 
family ia clearly laid down in the cele- 
brated declaration of independonco ; but, 
strange to state, that although this princi- 
ple is professedly believed in nil over the 
American continent it ia ignored in tho 
cases of Indians and Ohinamen and white 
women. How ia this ? I ask. Is it hyi»- 
crisy, or what is it I 

In the latter part of this 19th century, 
with its wonderful advances in science 
and its unparalleled material development 
the time has come when such cries as "im- 
proving the Indian off the face of tho 
earth," "the Chinese must go," and 
"homo is tho proper place for woman," us 
if she was like a cat or a piece of furni- 
ture, should forever ceaao. Wo want 
advance along tho whole lino of progress 
especially in morals, religion and politics. 
I hope that I do not appeal in vain to our 
broad and comprehensive mayor to throw 
his great weight and influenco into our 
cause. He might do much in tho City 
Council to help ua. I neither believe in 
the superiority oi' man, nor in the supe- 
riority of woman. They are equal by na- 
ture and what man can do woman can do. 
The demarcations of sex which now exist 
are artificial and are the baneful conse- 
quences of an imperfiict civilization. 

I am glad to see that Mr. Drake, with 
hia logical mind and legal acumen, recog- 
nizes this and has taken action in the 
legislature. Bvory lover of progress should 
assist him with ideas and arguments, so 
that he can overcome the prejudice and 
ignorance of tho provincial inembera. 
There is no denying that in modern times 
women have proved their fitness to roiii- 
pete with men and to eclipse many of 
them in profesiions and occupation? which 
heretofore men had monopolized. We 
have now female painters, sculptors, lec- 
turers, lawyers, preachers, jurors, doc- 
tors, drummers, barbers, etc., and there 
ia no reason why all avenues of industry 
should not be open to them. 

Women ido aa big a day's work in the 
fields of Germany and other Furopoan 
countries as men, and in some portions of 
the United States they are largely em- 
ployed in hoeing and weedini; and other 
outdoor agricultural work, with the reuult 
that they are more powerful in physiiiue 
and stronger in nuiacio and norvo than 
those of their sex who lead a life of pam- 
pered indolence or who spend their lives 
in dress and doineaticity. 

The lusty strength of French tishor- 
women, gained by tho heavy loads they 
carry, shows what hard work will do to 
develop thofomaleframe;and that they are 
as strong as men many a husband has dis- 
covered when a family unplea.iantnoss has 
arisen. 

Those who oppose women boin;,' placed 
on an equality with men and doing ihoir 
share of the world's work are often driven 
CO make use of frivolous excuses for thoir 
actions. Notwithstanding ridiculous state- 
ments that women aro timid, so much go 
that a mouse will scare them imd that 
they will scream and jump on a chair if 
one ia seen running about a room, I main- 
tain that women have proved themselves 
to be just as courageous and patriotic as 
men, and with hard work are quite ns 
muHcular and capable of defending their 
country Avhenever the necessity ariea. 
History is full of examples of female he- 
roism. Look at Grace Darling, for in- 
stance. The courage and military skill of 
■loan of Arc have been eulogised by Von 
Mol')ke and other male military critics. 
Burton, in hia travels, tells us that tho 
Amazons of Africa are tho terror of many 
tribes which depend upon men for thoir de- 
fence. Among ourselves it deaorvea men- 
tion that Sergeant Kiiisella found "our 
girls" in the Olla Podrida drill made nioro 
progress in a l6w weeks than somo of our 
male volunteers did in as many years. 
Coming nearer homo, iiumbers of men, 
notwithstanding their buaated superiority, 
have been put to igi'.t>minioiis tlight by 
valiant woman, armed t"'*'! no other 
weapon than a homely broomstick! 

I should like to know what more con- 
vVincing eyidence tban this Oi^n'reasoDable 
men want of women's powers and of their 
capability to share in tho defence of their 
country. I admit that some women would 
not make otHcient soldiers and sailors; but 
the same can be said of some men. .Speak- 
ing generally the army and navy would 
be popularized and strengthened if com- 
posed of both sexes for An < ''unibnV.ia 



strength." What I contend for ia that 
one sex is af good as another and should 
bo treated equally as your intelligent cor- 
responduntjValiady" maintained. To hear 
ignorant riien talk one miyht suppose that 
women were naturally domesticated and 
that house duties were their speoial /oi-f«. 
This ia quite a mistake. Nothing can bo 
further from the truth. Do not China- 
men in a few months make as good cooks, 
washers and houae-holpa as women 1 Any 
housekeeper will toll you that they do. 

One great cause of the present distinc- 
tions made between tlio sexes is because 
when young tlioy aro trained and clothed 
ditforoiitly and thus habits i-.re formed 
which override nature tu the great injury 
of society. 

It is timo a reform movement was in- 
augurated to make no sex distinotions; to 

treat them ecjually and to clothe and bring 
them up alike. In one generation we 
should find all dill'eroncoa between them 
had died out, all tliu world's work now 
tlirowii onto men's shoulders would bo 
halved with women and they would share 
with us all tho advantages of government. 
With most of us these advantages consist 
of paying for it, tho bleascdnesa of receiv- 
ing an Hdequate return not having yet 
been reached. If your correspondent "a 
Lady," our member Mr. Drake, and our 
mayor Mr. I'ull, are as earnest as I am in 
the good cause, and I have no reason to 
doubt it, and are anxious to unite with 
mo in the advocacy of the refunnation I 
have brietly sketched out, I would suggest 
as the moat [)ractical step for us to tako, 
j that wo meet and or^;ani/.o and then hold 
I a public meeting tu popularize the move- 
I inent. This I believe is the method 
adopted by the Aiiti Chinese society, 
j Knights of Labor and other agitating ur- 
gaiiizationa and it ought to he udvunlage-

I phreya, in trying to make tho public be- 
lieve that he is the innoceiit and injured 
I party in the above cause, published a 

1 statement in T/ic Col'.iniit of the 10th inst. 

' which ia very far from being truthful from 
beginning to end. In reply thereto I will 
give the facta of the case and leave the 
public tn judge for tlieiiiselvea who is tho 
wrong doer. On JMarcli 7th, 1878, over 
ten years ago, when T. B. Humphroya 
was provincial seorotary, ho purchased 
from 1110 furniture, bedding, etc., amount- 
ing to §258, and subsecjuently §54 50 
more, making in all §312.50 on terms pro- 
posed by liinidolf to pay §75 every month 
until paid. On tho first montli ho paid 
nothing, the second ho paid 1^2.^); nothing 
again the third; the fourth he paid §40; 
nothing moro for 17 months, ho then paid 
§45. After another lapse of 11 months 
ha paid §25, etc. VVo linaliy hadaaottle- 
mont and he gave a note for tho balance 
duo, bearing interest at tho rate of 12 per 
cent, per annum (not 24 par cent, as stat- 
ed) payable at the Bank of I!. N. A. 
Wlien it came due, iiiaiead of paving it 
ho renewed it and did not pay it wlieii it 
became due .igain. I linaliy Buudand ob- 
tained judgment for the note and aeorued 
interest. 1 notified him that uiiIchs he 
made some reasonable payment every 
month I would put the judgment up for 
sale. Hu aaid 1 could do what I liked; 
so I expo.sed it for sale at a discount. On 
.January lOih, 1881, he called a mooting 
of hia creditora, at which he agreed to pay 
§125 of his salary (then §250 a month) to 
two trustees to be divided amongat his cred- 
itors, commencing on thefollowiiig month, 
Hut, it is needless to say, lie kept that 
agreement like all otiiera. Within tho 
last year 1 repeatedly a.iked him to pay 
oil the debt. Finally I instructed niy 
solicitors to proceed on the judgment to 
recover the debt with interest. They 
placed the matter in the ahorilf's hands, 
fie then claimed that the judgment was 
not bearing interest, although the judg- 
inont waa obtained on a note which waa 
bearing interest. The court sustained 
him in that claim by disallowing iiiturcst 
up to that dato. After that ho came to 
my otlico, saying tliat a friend would loan 
him §100, which ho would pay mu, pro 
vided I gave him a receipt in full. This 
I refused; ho refuaed to p.ay anyth.ing uii- 
losa ho got a receipt in full, ilia next 
claim waa that he did not poasosa §500 
worth of household goods, which tho 
homestead act allowed him, pointing out 
to the appraiser some of tho furniture as 
his own; the balance, ho said, belonged 
to hi3 wile and could not be touched. 

Tho above is a correct atatument of tho 
facta. It is (|uite pos3il)le that from Mr. 
Humphreys' point of view that it shows 
an undeniable anxiety on his part to pay 
a just debt.

Ottawa, March Oth. 
Parliament bus been successful in 
getting through its first full week without 
an evening nessioii. Lent opens next 
WeduB.sday, and with a view to utilizing 
as much uf the time as reinains before 
them the people of Ottawa have been ex- 
erting themselves in the social line in an 
unprecedented manner. The event of the 
week, or what ia supposed tc be the event, 
was the bull at government house, which 
came oft oil Thuratlay night. Lord Lana 
dowiie, unlike his predecessors, only 
gives one "hop," whereas L'lnl Lorne 
and Lord Dufferin used to'give two, and 
what is more, they made everyone wel- 
come. Under the present i;-(fiii\e things 
are different. It is extremely dilhoult to 
obtain an invitation, and when you do get 
one it is only to meet after all an inferior 
crowd Howthe lists oigueals is prepared s 
certainly a mystery. The governor-general 
does not know the people, his aides do 
not, and accordingly tho iuiderstiai)j)ers in 
the departuioiit have the thing pretty much 
in their hands. Instciul, then, of inviting 
the best peoplti they are the means of woik- 
ing in anumlifr of civil servants lo the ex - 
elusion of senators aud members of parlia- 
ment. A far pleasanter gathering was the 
ball given iu Ihe senate chamber by Sir 
Alex. Campbell on the occasion of the tfe6ii/ 
of his pretty daughter, Mi'is Mary Campbell. 
Tho only objection to it was that it is using 
n public suite of rooms aud at the imblie 
exi)enso for private purposes. 

OllISKSK I.MMKIU.VTION. 

The Chinese immigration aiiu-udiiKMit bill 
has not yet been brought down, but I learn 
that it is ehitlly intended to provide for a 
l)ettee sysleiu of registration aud ideutifioa- 
tion of Chinese. Hon. Mackenzie Howell 
has iduirgu of the bill, ami I think he is 
ineliiu'd tu he iitthi-r eoiieillatury aji he has 
intimated his desire to consult with tho K. 
I), members, all of whom are now here, be- 
fore laying the final draft before the house.

The publication of an advertisement by 
the departnieiit of lishuries stating that 
tenders will bo recoit-ed up "to the 25 h 
inst. fur tho charter of six swift sailing 
fore and aft schooners as marine cruisore 
is the all abaorbiug topic of conversation. 
It is held to be aignificBnt of the govern- 
ment's deterniination not to permit any 
encroachments by Americana on Canadian 
fishing grounds. Tho schooners are to be 
from sixty to ninety tons register, nut 
over six yeara old. Thoy will bo manned 
and ullicered and, in cuiijuiiCtiuu with 
such of the Dominion atoamers as may be 
unemployed, will strictly enforce the law 
of the country respecting inahnro fisheries. 
In connection with this m ittor I may say 
that information has just been received 
from the east that the collector of cus- 
toms at Digby, N. .S. ., has seized tho 
American schooner K. A. llorton, ol 
Gloucester, Mass , fur infraction of the 
fishery laws fifteen years ago. Tno vessel 
has kept out of tho way uf Canadian of- 
cials during all this time, but her owners 
having become careless she has at length 
boon nabbed, 

A DUTKKE.SUP, OP OPINION. 
Tw^o of your scnatijrH had a lively five 
minutes in the upper house on "iVeiinoa- 
day. Just before the close of tho debate 
on the address Senator Mclnnes rose and 
said he took objection to the paragraph 
referring to the prosperity and aubatautial 
progress of the Dominion. In British 
Columbia, ho wont on to say, thoro is 
greater comnicrcia! and general depres- 
sion prevailing in that prjvince to-day 
than ther« has been at any t-iue for the 
last twelve years. Aa an evidence of this 
he cited the coal trade, two great coal 
mining companies, the Wellington and 
the Vancouver, at present luily being 
worked to about one fourth of their ca- 
pacity. The laboring classes in particular 
wore in a moat pitiable condition, due to 
tho fact that iho government had pur- 
mitted Cliiiiesa tu ci'iiie in. The Caiia 
dian Pacitic railway having been cdiii- 
pleted, thousands of Chinese were thrown 
out uf work in consequence aud wore now 
in a starving condition. Tho labur mar- 
ket was ovoratooked, white laborers by 
the thousands were idle, and it was not 
possible for them io get anything to do. 
There wasiio iiRceHsity.heaaid, toamend the 
Chinese innnigralioii act, iu fact there was 
very little ucoessity to havo it on the statute 
book at all, because tlu! rouiiti-y was stocked 
w-itHi Chinese — the evil was already- done. 
He could not congratulate the country on 
the completion of the C. P. K., and be- 
lieved it would have been bettor if its con- 
traction had boon spioad over tho ten 
years. More white peoiile would then have 
come iu, they would have saved money iind 
then settled iu the province. Instead of 
Hull threo fourths of the many millions 
spent on Ihe railway iu Hritish Coluriibia 
aud tlie iiiirthwist trrrilory had fouml its 
w-ay iuto the states. This was the tenor of 
tho hunurable yi'ntleman's obsorvatious, to 
the truth of which your readers will be best 
able to judge. Hon. .Mr. Maedoiiald im- 
mediately followed 'and expressed surprise 
at what he Lad just heard. He had just 
come from British Columbia, and after in- 
piiring into the condition of ttade there, 
bad heard nothing of the depression in 
business or siifTering or ,i-ant among the 
laboring classes. On the cuiitrary, trade 
was in a very fair euudition. There was 
more building going on in ihe tuwns uf 
your provincu than usual; sawuiiila were 
running day and night to cut lumber to 
supply the detn-Aod of the building trade, 
and his observation led him to the con- 
clusion that, on the whole, tiiere was more 
prosperity in British Columbia to d,iy 
than there had beoii fur years. With re- 
gard to the N.-maimo coal minea, that in 
dujtry did not; depend on the commerce 
of British Columbia but on a foreign 
market, and m there had been a glut in 
the coal markets of California for some 
time past, where the Nanaimo coal wont 
to, it was but natural that that trade 
should be somewhat depressed, 1 am 
bound to say that Senator Mclnnoa' 
speeches on Hritiaii Columbia attract little 
attention here, and not much confidence 
is placed in them. For some months' 
past he has been a resident of Toronto, 
and it- is currently rumored that he 
would have been better pleased with 
British Columbia had certain little invest- 
mentA of Ida come out more to his liking. 

H.\N1C111T|-T0Y AlMTATlON. 

The govornmunt has intimated its in- 
tention not to bring forward any bank- 
ruptcy meaaiuo this suasion. A great dif- 
ference of opinion exists between the rep- 
resentatives of city and rural constituen- 
cies aa to the nofd. of J^istdtion on, this 
subject. A spcciat^oommittee'thbroughly 
discussed the question last session and re- 
ported a bill which it i.s optional for any 
member to bring forward, but the govern- 
ment won't take the responsibility, in 
view of tha opinions prevailing. : '

EASTERN STATES. 

Ni:\v YoltK, Marcti 17. — Ten thousand 
Irishmen paraded the streetA to-day in 
honor of St. Patrick. 

PiTiKiirud, March 17. — In tho parade 
iliis afternoon of the Ancient Order of 
lliborniana, in honor of St. Patrick, an 
orange and green banner was carried as a 
symbol of tho unity of Ireland. Fully fif- 
teen hundred men wore in tho lino of pro- 
coasion and tho best of order prevailed.

to have struck, was knocked out. 'Ilie 
mysterious manner of the otticera of the 
Oregon, and the extreme reticanca of the 
passengers, together wiih the reported ox- 
p'o. ive noise, and the ' groat d imago dune 
to the steamer, has given rise to the ru 
mor tha*. tho diaastor was cau.'ed by a tor 
podo or dynamite, concealed in the vessel 
and placed there to do much more deadly 
work than the sinking uf the vessel.

In lS-50 tho Erio road was In oporatlpn 
bot\Toon Piormont and Elmira. The 
track wtLg a single ono ; such a thing a 
double ttaek was then unknown In tUu 
country. 

Two years boforo, after much discus- 
f5ion and opposition, a telegraph wire had 
been put up along the lino. Superinteu- 
deiit Miuot, who was a man a long wky 
in advance of tho tiinos, waa a strou^; 
believer in the praotlcabillty of the tele- 
graph as a facilitator of transportattba 
on railroads. 

In tho summer of 18,10 ho whs a pas- 
.sengor ono day on ii westbound train over 
his road. Tho train he was on, according 
to the printed tiiuo-tiiblo, was to meet a 
through train from the West at Tui'n»!r'« 
Station, forty-seven miles froiu New 
York. 

When Mr Mlnofs train reache'd Tur- 
ner's, ho learned that theeastboucd train 
waa six hours late, owing to some mis- 
hap Under the system of raUroadlDg 
tlien governing employes the westbound 
train had lo remain at Turner's until the 
delayed train had passed the station.
